The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. No description is found 
in the specification for a blocking means which allows the gear mechanism to be 
blocked (in some manner) during the operation of injecting the thermoplastic material to 
prevent a metering motor from having to supply a torque. It is unclear how a non-return 
valve would achieve this. See page 3, paragraphs 8 and 9 of the specification. 
Applicant is cautioned not to introduce new matter in replying to this rejection. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The phrase "can be blocked" is indefinite since it is unclear how blocking occurs. 
Is the block providing support or keeping something in place so as to restrict 
movement? 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 6 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Inaba et al. 

Inaba et al. disclose in Fig. 1 an injection molding machine comprising a first 
motor 55 coupled to a screw 34 for axially moving said screw in a cylinder 35 for 
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injecting thermoplastic material and a second motor 57 coupled to said screw by a gear 
mechanism (pulleys 58, 60) which reduces the rotational speed of the screw relative to 
said second motor (due to increased drag that the pulleys place on the second motor) to 
a speed appropriate for the preparation of said material for injection. The first motor 
rotatably moves a spindle 54 which is connected to the screw via a spindle nut 56 
secured against axial displacement. 

Claims 6 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Hiraoka. 

Hiraoka disclose in Fig. 1 an injection molding machine comprising a first motor 
1 1 coupled to a screw 20 for axially moving said screw in a cylinder 21 for injecting 
thermoplastic material and a second motor 24 coupled to said screw by a gear 
mechanism (pulleys coupled together with a drive belt 23) which reduces the rotational 
speed of the screw relative to said second motor (due to increased drag that the pulleys 
place on the second motor) to a speed appropriate for the preparation of said material 
for injection. The first motor rotatably moves a spindle 12 which is connected to the 
screw via a spindle nut 13 secured against axial displacement. 

Claims 7-9 would be allowable if the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, first and 
second paragraphs set forth in this Office action are overcome and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
